Proposed New Lines Are to 


Meet at Point 


Marion.

LOOP . IS 
CONTEMPLATED 


Line Would Continue on From Fair- 


chance and Another Would Be Built 
Up the 
Monongahela 
River From 


Vicinity of Masontown. 


Steps are being taken to finance 


and put through lit due time an ex- 
tension of tho West Penn Railways 
"ystem which will effect a loop of the 
rich and newly developed southwest- 
ern coiner of Fayetto county, by the 
construction of two lines of track to 
Point Marlon. The V.'cst Pcnn through 
a pamphlet Issued by a bond house 
gives out much Information of Inter- 
est to the general public. 
Tho pro- 


posed new lines are each extensions 
of their present system, and It is in- 
tended to have them meet at Point 
Marion. One branch Is to be run from 
Musontcwn. up along the Monongahela, 
river and parallel to it to Point Mar- 
Ion. 
It will pass through Martin works 


but will not be right at tho river's 
edge except at New Geneva where tho 
big bend In the river comes np to the 
town. However it fol-..<vs the general 
direction ot the 
river and passes 


through the farming country south- 
cast of New Geneva to Point Marion, 
that branch of tho proposed line bo- 
Ing about 12 miles long. Aside from 
the places mentioned its prospects aro 
more In the future, as thore is consid- 
erable undeveloped but very promis- 
ing country, that is next In lino for 
the rush 01' business, along that branch 
ot the proposition. 


From Fuirchance terminal, tho oth- 


er arm ot the extension runs. At pres- 
ent tho West Penn runs a line to Fair- 
chance, a distance of seven miles from 
Unlontown. charging 13 cents fare. 
This line ends abruptly In middle of 
Church street, Falrchancc, where that 
thoroughfare crosses Main street. Ac- 
cording to tho pan submitted to Its In- 
vestors, the West Pcnn Is then going to 
extend this line, not through and along 
Church street, but straight southwest 
parallel to the 13. & O. line and follow- 
that Hue closely until it reaches Srnith- 
lielu 
There Is a bad hill just south 


on the B. £ O. from Smlthflold and 
near Outcrop, through which the B. & 
O. has a tunnel. So, the West Penn 
line leaves the B. A o. parallel at 
SinltMicM and passing about three 
miles west of Outcrop pursues a bee- 
lino from Snilthilcld, 
following 
the 


western side of that town to Point 
Marlon where it 
meets 
tho other 


branch above described 
as 
coming 


from Masontown. 


According to the plot, tho loop closes 


just before reaching the river at Point 
Marion and a littlo arm then crosses 
the river into the town. That leaves 
the line hut a tew miles from the ex- 
tensive system of Morgantown which 
has been gradually growing towards 
Point Marlon. 
\ 


While there Is nothing In tho pam- 


phlet to especially indicate it, it is 
probable that the Falrchance extension 
would come first if constructlon-of the 
additions were actually begun.

Our Political Postoffice 


John Wanatnuker was Postmaster General; 


Senator Boies Penrose is chairman of the great Post- 
office Committee of the United States Senate; Thom- 
as ]1. Carter, Senator from Montana, has served 
many years on that committee. 


Xo three men in the United States are-better 


versed in postofliec affairs and needs than these. 


On February 9,1911, the Senate Postoffice Com- 


mittee, under the leadership of Senators Penrose and 
Carter, reported favorably to tho Senate for action 
the Postoffice Appropriation bill, containing a pro- 
vision, put in without allowing public hearing or open 
consideration, but under political pressure from the 
"\Yhite House, that increases the postage rate on 
magazines and periodicals lo such an extent that it 
practically absorbs all the profits of the publishing 
business of the country and makes the further pro- 
duction of popular-priced magazines impossible. It 
imposes a tax that is confiscatory.' 


Notwithstanding, with the year Senator Boies 


Pcnroso said, referring to the Cartcr-TVecks bill: 


"The<o nre some of the big features of the bill. 


Tho whole Intent Is to svstcmnllzo and to modernize 
the entire postal in stem. It Is Idle to tuko up such 
questions n» apportioning tho cost far carrjlng sec- 
ond cln: s mall matter or tho proper compensation of 
rallroids for transporting tho malls until wo shall 
have osubllshod business methods In postolllco affairs 
by a reoigmiration of tho whole postal s>stem. 


"Tho commission ununlmousl> recommended tho 


passage of the projected bill 
Personal!) I havo been 


very much Interested In nil tho details nnd, of course, 
am heartily In favor of tho changes to bo made." 


Senator Carter said last March: 


"nut I must forego further pursuit of details. 


Tho bill was cordially approved by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Me>or and his .isslxtnnts and likewise has the 
approval of Postmaster General Hitchcock. H failed 
of passage di'rlng tho last Congress owing to lack of 
time for Its proper consideration, but I h.ivo rolntro- 
duccd tho olll, which Is now designated Senate 62S7, 
t 


b-coml Session, Sixty-firm Congress 1 ho Commit- 
tee on Postofllces nnd Postroads will favorably ro- 
pnrl tho bill to tho Senate, and It should be enacted 
Into law before tho close of this session. I bellcvo 
not only that It will Increase elllclency, but that, after 
the expense of Installation Is absorbed, It will result 
In such ccono mles In the administration of the depart 
mrnt and service fts will ere long wipe out the de- 
ficiency. In operating under It tho department will 
be able with almost unerring certainty to dotcrmlno 
tho actual cost of each service performed, thereby 
reaching a sound basis for legsl Uon such as Is neith- 
er n\ ill iblo i or obtainable under the present s.vstcm.
